the muscles do not occur.

PIECE of fossilised brown 

bone, something like a 

mis-shapen coconut shells, 
rests in a cardboard box in a 
small -villa of the German 
University town of Bonn. . © 


It is the Neanderthal Skull, two 
pounds of bone without price, which 
the British Army recovered from 
its wartime hiding-place. 


The. skull was found by a Ger- 
man professor in 1856 in a_ chalk 
pit near the hamict of Neanderthal. 
Its "discovery opened the door to a 
new scientific examination of the 
development of man and is the 
basis on which much of our know- 
ledge of prehistory rests. 


Other skulls—fthe Pcking Man, 
the Java Man, the Piltdown Man— 
found at a Jater date added to the 
store of knowledge, but Pithecan- 
thropus Nennderthalensis was the 
oldest of them all. : 


Science probed the ground around 
the chalk pit and added chapter 
after chapter to the story. 
Nean had a museum built for him 
and -was housed in splendour. 


Then he disappeared from «his 
old haunts and eventually turned 
up at Bonn, where he remained 
until 1939 when he was evacuated. 
First he went to live in an ancient 
Westphallan castle. From there, 
carefully packed in a wooden crate, 
he went to another German castle.

An Englishwoman 


T Ursula was an English woman 
who in the seventh or eighth cen-

_wrimage to Rome with 11 virgins, 


She was killed at Cologne by the 
Huns ond her companions massa- 
cred. By a monk's error the num- 
ber of the virgins grew from 11 to 
11,000—possibly an carly Gocbbels 
thought that a thousand-fold exag- 
verajion hud xreater propaganda 
value. : 

A curlous confirmation of the 
story came to light recently when 
workmen elearing the site of blitzed 
St Ursula’s Church’ found 12 graves 
in the foundatlons. Opened by 
officinis of the Monuments, Fine 
Arts and Archives Division, they 
‘were found to contaln the bones of 
12. women, dend these many hun- 
dred years, 

Apart from ‘art treusures Mojor 
Murray-Ballic ond his assistants 
have recovered the archives and 
registers of many German provinces 
and towns. Also discovered were 
valuable old Biblical manuscripts, 
including a beautiful Codex of the 
Gospels, written in the 10th century. 
Its gold Jeaf decorations and jts 
Imperinl purple borders are as fresh 
foday as when they were Ilmned 
by o devoted band of monks more 
than 1,000 years ago. .

puling the domages. For (hat pur- 
pose, Mr-d'Almnada asked the Court 
to look only for figures in competl- 
tive IInes because non-competitive 
Nnes, operated on different routes, 
uave no indicatlon whatsoever of In- 
come carned, 

Mr d'Almadn submitted that the 
basic figure arrived at for the enleu- 
Intion of damages would not be 
$107,000 but $175,000, and to take 
the figures for the last four months 
of 1947 was misleading. 

In conclusion, Mr d’Almnda sub- 
mitted that in arriving at the 
damuges the Trial Judge could not 
have glven consideration to the {m- 
portant fact that In 1947 there was 
considerable reduction of fares which 
necessarily affected carnings. 

Submitting that the damages 
awarded were not enough, Mr 
Sheldon sald that the original ap- 
plication by Mr d'Almata to be 
heard on damages was brought in 
late, as the case had then ended. 
It was oa big. concession and was 
franted by the Chief Justice out of 
n desire to be just. . ‘ 

Mr Sheldon~ sald the appellant's 
representative was, then about to 
arrive in the Colony und it was 
appointing that he did not assist the 
Court on the subject of damages.

Each layer has three parts—an 
outer capsule, a soft centre which fs
